"This great carrier represents a

I am convinced that a bomb- 
ing: attack launched from such car- 
riers cannot be warded off-by de- 
fensive aircraft based on shore. 
"Thr naiy is the front line of 
the nation's defense, and by that I 
mean a navy equipped with air- 
craft."

tened by Mrs. Dousrlas Robinson,

the navy, is a vessel of 33,000 tons. 
It is 88S feet in length over all

HASTINGS, 
Neb., Oct. 3—For 


' the first time in hiatory the Paw- 
nees mnd the Sioux are pledged to 


<• friendship. 


The age-old enmity, fed by scores 
of battles, has been laid 
aside. 


Their chiefs have smoked the pipe 
of peace. 
The blessing of Terah- 


wah, the Great Spirit, has been in- 
voked on the ceremony. 


The score of Massacre 
Canon, 


•where 158 Pawnee men, women anil 
children were slaughtered after the 
Sioux scouts had surprised their 
hunting party near Trenton, Neb., 
has been wiped out. 


The ceremony of smoking 
the 


peace pipe, the last of its kind this 
country will ever know, was held 
on the battle field about three miles 
north of Trenton on August 5, the 
fifty-second 
anniversary of 
the 
massacre, which was the last trib- 
al conflict 1 nthe United States. 


Twice, the Sioux 
have 
been 


brought from their home at Pine 
Ridge, S. D., for the anniversary 
celebration of the battle, in 
hope 
that the Pawnees might be prevail- 
ed upon to forgive and to join n 
the peace ceremony. 


But the memory of the terribl 
battle and its awful losses not onl> 
in m«u, but in women and children 


• as well, held the Pawnees back. I 
was a battle without provocation 
a battle with but one aim—to kill 


A wound kept open for 52 years 


especially one as deep as the com 
bined effort of many friends of thi 
' Pawnees to persuade them

Four Pawnee Survivors. 


Of the Pawnees, Chief 
Ruling 


Hisson, who is 105 years old, John 
Haymond, and Chiefs Walking Son 
and Leading Fox were all survi- 
vors, while among- the Sioux, Chiefs 
Spotted Weasel and Flies 
Above 


were the only ones who had actual- 
ly taken part in the battle. 
The others of the two 
partie: 


•were younger men and women, son: 
and daughters of survivors 
who 
have now answered the call to the 
Happy Hunting Ground. But these 
younger Pawnees and Sioux had in- 
herited their elders' hatred for each 
other. 
Persons who met the Pawnee par- 
ty at the train and went With them 
to the canon, will never forget the 
sad eagerness with -which the four 
old men, who had lived through the 
massacre rushed ahead to reach the 
places on the canon where each hac 
stood during those three hours in 
which they had held the Sioux ai 
bay before the order came to cul 
the packs from the ponies, mount 
the -women and children, and re- 
treat. 
A. T. Hill, vice president of the 


A. H. Jones company of this city, 
who was one of the chief men be- 
hind the scenes in bringing about 
the smoking of the pipe of peace, 
tells in a graphic way of the inci- 
dents that followed in this anniver- 
sary visit to the battle ground. 


Chief Ruling Hlsson, in spite of 


his 105 or morr 3 ears, led the way, 
walking so swiftly that his white 
friends were hard pushed_to keep 
up 
He was 53 years old at the 


time of the massacre, and he Irad 
a wifo and three children of whom 
he was unusually fond in his stoical 
\\ay. 
Refuses to Smoke. 


Suddenly he halted at a

But to return to the canon and 
the four Pawnees on their first visit

hunters was nearly wiped out— 
Chief Leading Fox hurried to the 
southwest 
side of the 
cannon's 
head where the 
hardest fighting 


was done, and asked that his pic- 
ture be taken there in the 
place 


where his horse had been shot fiom 
under him 52 years before and he 
had only escaped by rolling down 
the Inside of the canon as he fell 
His squaw had had his pack horse 
ready for him and had helped him 
so that they both escaped together. 


Kills Own Child. 


Leadihsr 
Fox recalled that an- 
other young: chief had not been so 
fortunate. 
"He was just above me on the 
wall of the canon," he told 
Mr. 


Hill 
through his interpreter. 
A 


Sioux bullet took his horse from 
under him too. His squaw down in 
the cannon saw him fall and with 
her papoose in her -arms ran 
to 


his side. Just as she was about 
to reach him a Sioux killed her 
and reached for her baby. Seeing 
that there -was no chance for its 
life at the hands of the 
crazed 
enamy, its father himself caught it 
from under the hand of the Sioux 
and ended its life himself to prevent 
Its possible torture later. He was 
killed before he could lay the baby's 
body beside that of Its mother. 
John Haymond was a very small

when he "was dumped unceremon- 
iously by his mother Into a big 
pile of baled meat for protection.

The bag- in which the pipe is kept 


a elaborately beaded and with the 
irecious pipe holds aplaca.of honor 
n Mr." Hill's remarkable collection 
f Indian relics. A little way from 
t Is the Sioux pipe, which was 
Iso smoked on that day "as part of 
he great peace ceremony. 


Elaborate Pipes. 


The Sioux pipe Instead of being 
n heirloom", was made especially 
or the occasion. It was fashioned 
rom 
black 
pipe stone and 
was 


oavlly 
inlaid 
with 
silver. 
The 


owl Is much larger than that of 


the P.awnee pipe, but the stem is 
smaller. The Pawnee stem is about 
two inches wide and a quarter of an 
inch thick with a small hole burned 
thi ough its length and one end nar- 
low-ed down for a mouth piece. 


The Pawnees' was decorated with 
the 
choicest 
feathers 
from the 


heads of wild mallard draTtea and 
with colored hair Irom me deer's 
tail and braided porcupine quills, 
dyed m fitting Pawnee colors, while 
the Sioux pipe stem was unadorned. 


Each tribe had a stick to crow d 
the tobacco into the 
pipe bowl, 


hince it is believed that the spel 
of the ceremony would be spoile 
if the chief should use his fmge 
to crush the tobacco down before i 
was lighted. 


In the ceremony the Sioux, Chle 
Walking Elk, held a stick on th 
end of which hung what was sup 
posed to bo a scalp. Whe'n it wa 
pointed out that no one would car 
to see a white man's scalp floating 
banner-like from the stall, even a 
a peace celebration, and that 
a 


Pawnee scalp would be strictly ou 
of keeping with the occasion, th 
Sioux compromised by using a driec 
hor&e tail. 
The scalp Was neoes 
sary they declared for their rites 
to prove that they were valian 
fighters and usually brought horn 
the spoils of visitors.

Demountable Rims. 


"When using demountable r^ms, 
care must be exercised to uave the 
Vim and tire on the wheel, for if 
the rim is placed- on the wheel so 
as to be out of true the tire will 
wear quickly.

LELAND STANFORD REVERSE PASS. 


One of the finest passes of modern football is the reverse forward 


pass of the Leland Stanford eleven. In the Stanford-Notre Dame and in 
the Stanford-California struggles pf last season it enjoyed a. measure of 
success that established it as one of the game's most effective deceptions. 
Its design reveals at once the greatest difficulty presented to the back- 
fleld in stopping it, for it comes as a complement of a masterful run- 
ning reverse play. 
The development of the play as a pass does not 


become obvious until it is too late for the defensive backs—if they hav-a 
committed themselves to what seems an apparent run—to recover in 
time to prevent its completion. 


Stanford lines up for the play nvith an unbalanced line. One back, 


No. 1, on th« short side a yard behind and just outside the end—an ex- 
cellent offensive distribution. It's a favorite formation of " "Warner's. 
Usually, the formation is to the left, so a right-handed back may make 
the pass with ease and speed. It combines a strong rushing strength 
to all points with always the threat of a pass. 


The duties of the various players are clearly shown in th-e keyed 


diagram In the circle. Sufficient to say, the left end, No. 5, steps across 
the scrimmage line on the snap of the ball and then cuts across to the 
right some 5 yards back, as indicated. He is one of the two optional 
receivers. The long- tackle, No. 7, comes right out back of his line to 
protect the passer together with the, left guard, No. 8, who stops the 
defensive tackle, if necessary, otherwise he gets a back. The balance 
of the line blocks. Back No. 4 receives the. ball from center ajid fakes a 
run to his left but slips the ball toback No. 3, who starts to the rear 
right on the snap. No. 4 then takes the end following No. 3. No. 3 
continues to his right rear at top speed. He then forward passes to 
left end, No. B, or to the short side back, No. 1, who has gone straight 
down for about 3 yards and then cut to the right. 


The play succeeds because it is a duplicate of Pop Warner's famous 


reverse running play to the moment the pass is thrown. That tends to 
draw the closeup defensive backs into the play. 
As the left end and 
back No. 1 runsh into the same defensive territory, this usually puts the 
burden of stopping the pass upon the defensive- back 
in that area. 


Naturally he cannot cover two eligible men. 


The play may be used in any passing area from a left formation 


provided the ball is put in play not nearer than 20 yards from the right 
side-line. 
Otherwise, this side-line will cramp the movements of the 


two eligible men. It may be used from a right formation if a left- 
handed passer is stationed at back No. 3. It works against every stand- 
ard disguise.

the days of kerosene 


lamps have long ago gone by for 
a large part of Nebraska's popu- 
lation living -where electric light is 
available, there is still an enormous 
annual consumption or that com- 
modity In the Cornhusker state, as 
shown by the inspection records of 
the food, drug and oil bureau. 


During the 12 months ended Aug- 


ust 31, the total quantity of kero- 
sene ,or coal oil, inspected In Neb- 
raska after being shipped in for 
sale ivas above 
28,000,000 gallons. 
This tvas enough to supply every 
man, woman and child In the state 
with 20 1-2 gallons. 
Nowadays, the principal use of 
kerosene la in oil-burning stoves. 
These are very 
common In farm 
homes and in smaller cities and 
villages which do not have gas. 
Tears ago gasoline 
stoves were 
popular, but the kersosene burners 
have largely • superseded 
them. 
Kerosene costs less than gasoline 
and produces virtually the same 
amount of heat. 
Still In the Running. 
Some farm tractors are also oper- 
ated with coal oil as fuel, and kero- 
sene lamps often furnsh illumina- 
tion. Railroad brakemen and con- 
ductors carry kerosene lanterns for 
signaling at night. 
Even the enormous consumption 


of gasoline by automobiles, busses, 
trucks railroad 
motors stationery 
engines and power plants does not 
exceed that of kerosene as much as 
one might suppose. 
In Nebraska 
during the last twelve months the 
amount of gasoline sold and usert 
averaged only five times that of 
kerosene.

All in One. 


Around the edge of the dial am 


the davs of the month and the small 
time dial is at the top of the big 
clock face. 
Below, at the left it- a 


dial of the days on tho week and at 
the light another with the phases 
of the moon. Below these assorted 
dials is jet another, containing tho 
days of the month at the end of 
every seven days, commencng Jan- 
uary 2, the months of the year, and 
the week of the jear. In a tiny 
dial ,ibo-\e the >ears and leap years 
are shown 
It runs fifteen 
days 


without winding. 


This clock has a twin, only it is 


a modern twin. The case is simi-

It has an unornamented clock caso 
of walnut and the days and months 
are moresimply stated than on tho 
more elaborate and larger

This shelf clock has the days of 
the month around the dial, with

The Fancy Colonial Product. 
One of the first of the eight day 


day clocks wag made m 1S17. and 
Mr. Tucker has one of the m'odeN 
m walnut veneer. The case Is aus- 
tere, but it has an ornamented gilt 
pendulum, with a spray of blossoms 
at the top and a star on the pen- 
dulum 
This clock 
also has an 
alarm, which can but mean that tha 
good folk didn't keep one eye open 
waiting for dawn, but had to be 
summoned summarily as we are.

As 
seven is the customary number of 
vli tues, magnanimity was added to 
suit the square form of the build- 
ing. 


Eight great sjmbolic winged fig- 
ures will represent 
the virtue?

Hull House Vicinity, Chicago 


On the longest street in the world, a booth at the foot of the stairway 
Halatead street, formerly one of the 
main streets Of Chicago noted for 
its best residence section and now 
bounded by thousands of tiny cheese 
shops, pastry stores, dinky markets 
and with many a doorway marked 
"See the Great Lady," the fortune 
telling booths of the Bimbo and the 
Dorasrto gypsy wompn; amidst the 
packed habitations of the Chicago 
laboring class, lies Hull House, so- 
cial center of the 
neighborhood 


children, the factory girl, the door 
boys and the fathers and mothers. 


Hull House, one of the first Amer- 


ican settlements, was established in 
September 1SS9. It was formerly the 
home of Charles J. Hull, and a show 
place on Halstead. The original two 
residents, as they then stated, be- 
lieved that the mere foothold of a 
house easily situated in the midst 
of the large foreign colonies which 
so easily isolate 
themselves 
in 


American cities, would be in "tself 
serviceable. It is now under the di- 
rection of Jane Addams. Hull House 
has been added to 
until it now 
covers one city block. The original 
Hull residence is intact only in the 
interior. 


It has bene the experience of a 


Lincoln girl, Miss Margaret Mc- 
Millan, to take a year's post gradu- 
ate work in the recreation training, 
school of Chicago held in connection 
with Hull House.

vivacious. 


"Some residents are very poor and 


Jive in unsanitary, crowded condi- 
tions. In one case I found n. mother 
and six children living In one small 
room with one double bed and a 
single bed while the father had a 
small bedroom to himself. Others, 
although among unsanitary crowded 
conditions, strive for cleanliness. It 
is not because they want to live un- 
der poor, unclean conditions that 
they do it, but because they have 
to. 


"Often when the younger boys 


and girls in the family get a little 
Better positions, the family moves 
to a larger, cleaner apartment. Most 
of these children receive little or no 
education and that Is why Hull 
House is offering educational op- 
portunities." 


Gypsy Clans in Fued. 


"Two gypsy tribes live several 
slocks from Hull House," explained 
Miss McMillan in relating some in- 
teresting bits of news about this 
community. 
"They 
arc 
enemies. 


One is the Bimbo tribe and thP 
other the Doragion tribe. Both arc 
wealthy, drive big cars, stay in 
hlcago In the winter and start 
out over the country In their cars 
n the summer. They are 
much 
ike the Indian in their philosophy 
of -work. The men smoke and loaf 
ind the women earn money at for- 
une telling. 
They live in apart- 
ments. Each gypsy woman installs

that opens on the' street, puts up 
her flashy sign of "See The Great 
Lady" with a picture of the head, 
tells fortunes and practises for 
summer trade. 
Gypsy girls are 


sold as brides and often are 
sold 


for two or thee thousand dollars. 
They dress in native costumes with 
long full skirts, bplls and 
bright 


bits' of ribbon braided In their hair. 
But every woman wears an Ameri- 
can coat In cold weather, often a 
plush coat. 
Even the tiniest girls 
dress in extremely long skirts." 
"I remember a tiny Bimbo girl, 
Ida Bimbo," recalled Miss McMil- 
lan. 
"She was extremely 
pretty 
with her bright eyes, and a won- 
derful little dancer. 
One day one 


of the residents of Hull House was 
having her danco in the court. Ida 
was snapping her fingers, and sing- 
ing a folk 
song as she 
danced. 


One day Ida's mother dressed her 
in a cerise satin dress and sent her 
over to dance. Afterwards 
Ida's 


mother motioned Ida to hand over 
the money. The girls who watched 
the dance had given her a boquet 
of flowers instead of money. Evi- 
dently this did not suit the mother 
as Ida never danced again. 
The 


gypsy 
women 
havs 
attractive, 
piquant faces." 


Showing Up the Enemy. 


"Even the children are jealous 
of each other. 
One day the Bim- 
bos sot out on a trip in a truck 
and a man from Hull House went 
over to take their picture. A small 
Doragio boy saw this angered, he 
dashed over to the Doragrio village 
and produced his little sister, drag- 
ged her up to tho Bimbo truck and 
edged right up in 
front 
of 
the 
truck where tho camera could not 
fail to include himself and 
his 
sister. 
Then he shouted at little 
Ida Bimbo, 'My sister, she as pret- 
ty as you Ida Bimbo'." 
"An Italian wedding is always 
xpensive, no matter if the family 
is poverty-stricken. 
It is the one 
big event in life. After it 
they 
have nothing to look forward to. 
The bride always wears a beauti- 
ful gown, as expensive and beau- 
tiful as are seen at 
fashionable 
society weddings. And she wears 
a beautiful veil. Usually they rent 
the hall at Hull House, have danc- 
ing, and the wedding rnaj- 
last 


from three or four 
hours to the 
same number of days. 
Refresh- 
ments are pop, peanuts and gum. 
A good orchestra is hired and the 
guest list may be from 100 to 300 
people." 


"The Italians arc extremely ap- 
preciative in nature," says 
Miss 


McMillan. "One day we were tak- 
ing out a bunch of mothers on a 
boat trip. 
It was the first -time 
on the water for one fat, beaming

soms are sold at 35 cents a pound

They are cooked like greens. 


"The Greeks cook or rath or roast 


a. whole animal. They consider the 
head of an animal the rarest meat 
of all. When the Greeks celebrate 
once a year the birthday for a 
patron saint, they rope off several 
blocks, have a band, parade, fire 
works, and barbecue animals over 
charcoal fires.

"I attended a Greek Easter ser- 
vice. Their Easter comes one week

"The neighbors at Hull house try 
to speak English, unless provoked 
and then some urchin may dash 
down the alley yelling at you in 
his own language.

It is not at all 
uncommon for everyone to swear. 
That is one of the difficulties. 
It 


is so prevalent that there is no use 
to call them down as they introduce 
swear words in their common run 
of talk. 
"Hull House gives a dance every

A FARMER'S SIDELINE. 


Missouri farmers are being- urged to utilize the 


waste land adjacent to the highways and in fence 
corners by raising nuts and fruits as a sideline. 


The 
assistant 
secretary 
of agriculture, R. W. 


Dunlap, is quoted as saying that nut and fruit trees, 
planted in these unused strips of ground, will pro. 
vide the farmer with a sideline as remunerative as 
eggs, poultry or vegetables. 


Nebraska farmers know from hard experience 


that there is little money to be made by raising 
nuts. 
Missouri is no better endowed than Nebraska 


In soil and climate for their culture. 


Black walnuts grow in natural timber in Ne- 


braska f/om Red Cloud east in the southern part 
of the state, along the Missouri and tributaries north 
to South Dakota, and west along the Niobrara to 
within fifteen miles of Valentine. 
They have been 


planted In every county of Nebraska and good black 
walnuts can be found as far west as Scottsbluff. 
While the" black walnut seems to be more adapted to 
culture in this state, it is not the only nut which 
thrives. 
Hazel nut brush is found in profusion 


along the Missouri from Omaha southeast. 
There 


are good patches in Otoe. Cass, Richardson, and 
Nemaha counties. 
A relative of the filbert, they 


are highly esteemed, but nothing has been done with 
them in. a commercial way. . 


The hickory nut tree grows well In this state. 


There are a few of the big variety grown but most 


of them are 


his daughter, Maria, and her 
husband, Samuel 


Gouverneur, at the corner of Lafayette and Prince. 
In those days it was a fashionable district but fol-

dents than any other state she has paid scant at- 
tention to the acquisition of their homes for his- 
torical purposes. 
Friends of the late Colonel Roose- 


velt acquired the ruins of his Twentieth street birth- 
place, restored It to its original form and are now 
making it Into an attractive memorial. 


New York has been but slightly more negligent 


in this respect, however, than the people of other 
states. 
Perhaps the preservation of places of na- 


tional Interests -will come when America acquires 
more years.

It is of interest In Nebraska, because of the 


stress that has been placed upon diversified farm- 
Ing, that Missouri farmers are being told of the big 
profits to be made by raising black walnuts 
The 


three largest groves In this state operated privately 


Gone are the days. 
America has no eye for the old variety of let- 


tuce which was so popular a quarter of a century 
ago. Head lettuce has replaced it almost entirely. 
A comparatively small section in Colorado during 
the last summer shipped out 1,500 carloads of head 
lettuce to supply -the trade in eastern cities. From 
Granby, where the 
very 
choicest head lettuce Is 


grown, eighty-eight carloads have gone forth. Cer_ 
tain sections of Illinois, and Michigan are also said 
to be particularly adapted to the cultivation of head 
lettuce. 
California, however, supplies the greatest 


portion for the commercial market 
It ships to 


every state in the union and also sends huge con- 
signments to the countries to Europe. 


Lettuce is by no means a modern dish. 
It was 


first grown by the Persian royalty some 2,000 years 
ago. 
Later it found its way to the continent of 


Europe. 
The 
first 
shipment of lettuce seed to 


America came at the close of the Civil war, and a 
small quantity of it was grown in Connecticuf'and 
other New England states. 
Until thirty-five years 


ago the garden variety was practically the only let- 
tuce grown in the United States. 
But having- been 


initiated to head lettuce, America has shown a, dis- 
dain for its oldtime favorite.

FINNISH LUMBER FOR AMERICA. 


Advices from Helsingfors are to the effect that 


Finland is to make a try for the lumber trade of 
the United States and that for this purpose a 
Fin- 


nish-American lumber exporting company has been 
organized. Heretoforo the Finns have been content 
to send.to America wood pulp, both mechanical and 
chemical, but It Is now believed that the northern 
country can lay down lumber in the United States 
at prices low enough to obtain a good share of the 
trade. 


It is probable that Finland has the largest area 


of available timber of any country In Europe, a large 
portion of it being- very close to water transporta- 
tion. The total area of Finland is given as 150,222 
square miles, of which SO per cent Is in forests. There 
is a great internal water system, consisting- of lakes, 
rivers and canals, capable of floating logs to tide 
water at a minimum expense. 


Lumbering Is carried on in Finland In much the 


same manner that it Is in Canada and the western 
part of the United tates, which means that the fin- 
ished product is turned out In quantities at the 
lowest possible cost, the very latest machines and 
devices being used In the work. 
Great caterpillar 


tractors break the roads through the snow and over 
these ways trains of sleds carrying immense loads 
of logs are hauled to the waterways, down which 
they are floated to the mills. At the mills practically 
everything is done automatically and It is declared 
that no people In the world excel the Finns in the 
handling of wood. 


Practically 90 per cent of the exports of Finland- 


consist of timber and wood products and It Is now 
proposed to Increase this by putting- Finnish lumber 
on tho American market. It will Indeed be surpris. 
Ing if this European country does not become a seri- 
ous competitor with the producers of this country. 
In fact this would be a certainty if It were not for 
one factor, and this si the Panama canal. If the 
American lumberman were compelled to transport 
their product across this continent by rail they could 
never hope to compete with the Finns, -whose lumber 
can bo laid down in Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and other American ports without ever 
touching- a rail car. 


This country Imposes no tariff on lumber, except 


in cases where such tariff is levied by the nation 
exporting the product, when the American tariff is 
equal to that of the country from which the lumber 
comes. 
Finland has no tariff on timber products, 


;o that such as it might send here would be admitted 
free. 


Under these 'circumstances it becomes merely 
a 


question of whether Finland can manufacture and 
transport lumber across the Atlantic ocean cheaper 
than Americans can produce It and put it on the 
Atlantic coast. It will be interesting: to watch the 
experiment. 


WHERE PROGRESS IS MADE. 


Contrasting conditions in his own land and in 


America, the premier of France recently remarked 
that the United States Is Industrial and France agri- 
:ultural. Greatest progress, he declared, would be 
made In the future by young1, manufacturing- nations. 


How true his words are many mid-western resi- 


dents may not realize. 
Hemmed in themselves by 


expanses of richest farm lands, thv cannot visualize 
the fact that moro than half of America's people now 
Ive in cities and that our manufacturers are the 
most busy in the world just now. 


Aparently they are making a ne-^v high record in 
heir industrial activities, both from the standpoint 
of output and from that of the demand they make 
for raw maerial. 
While the United States takes 


pride In furnishing: a large amount of its own sup- 
plies, the broadest and most varied land could not 
produce all that our work plants need. 


Wool, rubber, cotton, silk and the new substitute, 


'rayon," hides and skins, furs, vegetable fibers, to- 
bacco, copper and tin are drawn largely from abroad 
and for nearly all of these, importations during the 
Iscal year 1925 show greater quantities than In 1924, 
despite the fact the prices are higher. 


Take rubber for instance, in which the extreme 


advance In prices might be expectd to minimize the 
quantity brought in. The imports for 1925 wore 805 
million pounds as against 617 million in 1924. All of 
he articles named, as -well as pig iron, chicle gum, 
Isal, hemp and lead ore, also show increases.

Assessing Intangibles. 


Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 2. 
To the Editor 
of The Lincoln 
Star:—For five years 
Nebraska 
has been 
experimenting with the 


problem of revenue on the theory 
that exemption of property from 
taxation is the remedy for the ex- 
tort lonately high taxes that have 
oppressed 
the 
taxpayers of the 
state for several years. 
The agitation for reform of our 
revenue began with the passage of 
the intangible tax law of 1920. The 
people stigmatized that law as a 
crime against 
the farmers and 
small home owners, and demanded 
its repeal. A bill passed the house 
in 1922 repealing the law with only 
one, dissenting vote, but the sen- 
ate refused to permit the consid- 
eration of tho law by refusing to 
report the bill to the general file of 
the senate, thus leaving further 
action over to the session of 1924. 


The session of 1924 brought to- 
gether a body of men bent either 
upon the repeal of the Intangible 
tax law or such an amendment of 
that law as would correct the ev- 
ils of exemption, or permit the par- 
ty in power to apply their own the- 
ory of exemption more fully than 
the 1922 Intangible tax law had 
ever applied it. 
It must be remembered that the 
three sessions of our tax reform 
agitation has drawn the lines be- 
tween the two theories very dis- 
tinctly and that each was fighting 
as it were, "the last battle" for the 
particular theory to which he sub- 
scribed. 
To make plainer the two theories 


of revenue legislation that have 
been contending for mastery let 
me state them more fully. The the- 
ory of men who contend for ex- 
emption such as was given in the 
1920 Intangible tax law, was that 
such a law wcmld draw the money 
increase the amounts that would 
its hiding and in this was' would 
and other intangible property from 
be assessed, and the theory of the 
other contention is that only one 
theory of assessment 
of property 


will satisfy the owners of tangible 
property and that contention stands 
for the assessment of every dollar 
of property to its owner, at Its 
actual valuo whether It is tangible 
or intangible. 
These two theories 
of taxation 


have divided the taxpayers of Neb- 
raska into 
two distinct groups, 
each 
representing 
a distinctly 


special interest. 
On the other side 
are those who profit by exemption 
of property from taxation and on 
the other side are tho people whose 
taxable property has always found 
its way to the assessor's schedule. 
This class contends that they have 
always been forced to bear an un- 
equal 
share of tho burdens of 
government, and 
the fight for a 
righteous revenue law will never 
be settled until 
every dollar In 
Nebraska shall be assessed by law 
at Its actual value whether" It Is 
tangible or intangible. 
No state 
In the union has been 


plundered by unjust and unequal 
:axation like Nebraska. 
There Is 


no justice in a revenue law that 
grants favors to one taxpayer that 
are not granted to all. 
Good clt- 
zenship cannot be predicated upon 
any theory of justice other than on 
.he theory of a p'erfcct equality be- 
fore the law. 
The last session of the leglsla- 
ure understood 
as many others 


lave understood before them the 
advantage a questionable measure 
always has in the last busy days 
of a session. 
The entire session 
lad been frittered away without 
giving serious 
consideration to 


>ll!s for the correction of our rev- 
enue laws, and the very last day 
f the session brought tho compro- 


mise for the

d was, "Shall we vote against this

tangible. It fixes a rate for the as- 
sessment of money at 21-2 mills on 
the dollar 
and a rate on notes 
warrants, and all classes of com- 
mercial paper at 5 mills on the dol- 
lar. 
A $5000 home under this law- 


will be assessed at whatever levy Is 
made, and no matter what 
levy 
tangible property must pay, cash 
will pay on $5000 only $21.50. 
Un- 
der this law farms worth $20,000 
will be assessed and pay a tax 
from $200 to ?700, and $20,000 cash 
will pay only $50. It relieves tho 
money lender from the payment of 
moro than 2 1-2 mills on Improve- 
ments in the cities and villages of 
the state where they are always 
urging local 
Improvements, and 


shifts these special burdens to tho 
shoulders of those least able to pay. 
It has been well said' that the pow- 
er to tax Is the power to destroy. 
This Is true, but the exercise of a 
power such as a vote for flat rale 
assessment is nothing less than a 
crime against 
the people of a 
great state. That Jaw was passed 
with deliberation. 
The men who 
voted for the passage of that law 
voted for It with their eyes open. 
They knew what they were doing. 
They belong to that group of our 
citizens who think exemption front 
taxation is a remedy for high tax- 
es. They have not yet reached their 
goal in the revenue problem. Thoy 
seek the complete exemption of all 
intangible property 
from taxation. 


Thoy contend 
that money, and 
promises for the future payment of 
money, have 
other offices In a 
government to perform. They are 
not averse to dividing the tax- 
payers of the state into two classes 
as long- as they 
can qualify in 
class A.

volume comprises 164 pages, was 
The years between 1909 and 1923 
' mark the "crowning period" of the 
school. It has grown to 
include 
every branch of the 
agricultural 
Industry. Where once was a col- 
lege in name only, there is <now one 
of the finest plants in America. In 
addition there 
are 
three 
other 
plants in the western part of the 
state and a fruit farm at Union, 
Neb. 


Chief among the more recent ac- 


tivities is the state extension ser- 
vice, reaching every corner of the 
commonwealth, with its force of 
county agents, 
and experts and 
specialists. 
Each year in January 


a meeting of allied agricultural in- 
terests in Lincoln is attended by 
hundreds from the farm commumi- 
ties. cities and towns. 
While the extension service is 


working- through practical demon- 
stratjons In the farm yards, train- 
ing- of boys and girls is also be- 
ginning. The first full time employe 
to take up this work began his 
duties in 1917, and the progress has 
been so rapid that now boys' and 
girls' club exhibits are among the 
leading attractions at the state fair 
each fall. Already accommodations 
are inadequate for the demand for 
space for these exhibits.

The establishment of the college 
and the "general Intolerance 
of 
'book farming" among both farmers 
amd non-farmers" is treated in the 
third chapter along with a picture 
of Samuel R. Thompson, first pro- 
fessor of agriculture and first dean 
of the college. Although Professor 
Thompson had been elected in 1871, 
the school was not opened until a 
year later. 
The college vras founded, the his- 


torian asserts, from 
a 
sense of 
duty rather than from any demand 
for agricultural instruction, and it 
was at least thirty 
years before 
such Instruction received any great 
amount of recognition. 


No regular students were 
en- 
rolled the first year. A series of 
lectures was given, however, on 
vegetable physiology and agricul- 
tural chemistry, and they were well 
attended. 
The second and third 
years saw little change, 
but 
in 


1874-75 fifteen registered, to 
ac- 


quisition of the first farm site, of- 
fering cheap board and room and 
employment to students. Had there 
been accommodations, the enroll- 
ment might have been larger. 


Introduced Sugar Beet. 


Experimentation with sugar beets 
was one of the fir'Jt subjects of in- 
quiry by the school 
Seed pui- 


chased fiom Europe was distributed 
among 100 persons in twenty coun- 
ties, and from this has grown one 
of the state's largest 
agricultural 
industries. Grasshoppers were also 
given considerable attention in the 
early seventies, when a foundation 
was laid for 
the 
economic ento- 
mology of today. 


In 1875 about 171 acres of the 
farm were cropped amd there were 
purebred cattle, hogs and chickens 
The farmers institute, one of the 
great early day agricultural forces 
of the state, was inaugurated al- 
most before the school -was in oper- 
ation. 
It was sponsored by the 


university and was the first at- 
tempt at what is today known as 
the agricultural extension service. 
The idea Is believed to have been 
conceived by Chancellor Benton. 
For nearly half a century the insti- 
tute was a vital factor in hundreds 
of rural communities. Often 
the 


village church, school or hall would 
be crowded with people from the 
surrounding country who came to 
consider the institute of "far great- 
er importance than a county fair 
or a circus." 
The first institutes were held in 


1873-74. 
One "was at Dorchester, 


one at Palmyra, another at Lowell 
in Kearney county and a fourth at 
Seward.
